CINCINNATI, Sept. 19—(UP) 


—Almon J. Bogardus, 63, 
chief 


Cincinnati enforcement officer for 
the Ohio liquor board, was charged 
with the killing of Mrs. June Roe- 
buck Montgomery, 34, in a war- 
rant filed today by Lieut. George 
Schattle of the 
homicide 
squad. 


Mrs. Montgomery was fatally 


wounded in Bogardus' hotel room 
Thursday. She died late Friday. 


The warrant 
was 
filed 
after 


Lieut. Schattle conferred with Po- 
lice Chief Weatherly, Maj. Emmett 
D. Kirgan, detective chief, 
and 


Prosecutor L. J. Schneider. 


The warrant reportedly was bas- 


ed upon a conversation Mrs. Mont- 
gomery was alleged to have had 
with a newsboy a few minutes be- 
fore she was wounded in Bogard- 
us' room. 


Mrs. Montgomery was alleged to 


have told the newsboy she was go- 
ing to Bogardus' room. 


Bogardus, formerly of Hillsboro, 


was suspended from his state posi- 
tion after t.he shooting. He told 
police Mrs. Montgomery took his 
pistol fom a dresser drawer and 
shot herself. In a death-bed state- 
ment, she said that Bogardus shot 
her "because I had not been to see 
him for several days." 


TOLEDO, Sept. 19 — (UP) — 


Loyalists stormed the ruins of the 
Alcazar today and fought in the 
tangled debris to reach 
its bed 


rock cellars in which the men, wo- | 
men and children of the garrison 
are besieged. 


Two hours later the fight con- 


tinued and the issue remained in 
doubt. 


It was the second attack in 24 


hours. 
The first followed the at- 


tempt to blow up the Alcazar cel- 
lars yesterday. It failed. 


Living Tomb Possible 


The fight for the Alcazar had 


become one of the most portentous 
issues of the civil war. The cita- 
del must be captured, it must be 
dynamited or the garrison must 
be sealed in a living tomb by a 
contirued artillery bombardment. 


If the people in the Alcazar are 


killed, the ruins of Madrid itself 
may be their monument, it was 
disclosed, for the rebels are ex- 
pected to bombard the city merci- 
lessl.- in reprisal. 


The capital is in poignant fear 


of a terrific rebel air raid in re- 
prisal for the dynamiting of the 
Alcazar yesterday—a dynamiting 
that failed, it is clearly apparent, 
now, and must be repeated. 


Believing that the raid might 


come during the night that has just 
passed, authorities ordered a com- 
plete blackout of lights at 11 o'- 
clock last night. 


At 4 a. m. t.he thousands who 


waited sleepless for the ^ound of 
planes 
heard 
the unmistakable 


drone of the motors of a rebel 
bomber. 
No loyalist 
planes fly 


between dark and dawn. But the 
sound died away and no bomb ex- 
plosions werei heard at the United 
Press offices in the center of the 
city.

GERMAN COLONIES 


A DOLF HITLER'S revival of the colonies 
'^ issue was timed to stir enthusiasm at 
the fourth annual Nazi convention and pro- 
vided a means of emphasizing that his pro- 
gram for Germany was by no means ful- 
filled. Germany, he recalled, has come a 
long way politically in the last four years 
and now, with the Versailles Treaty torn 


• up and German military might restored, 
stands at the crossroads of progress that 
shall be primarily economic. 


This is the first time in several months 


that the colonies issue has been brought to 
the fore. Meanwhile, European affairs of 
vast import to the Reich have occupied the 
attention of Der Fuehrer. Last Spring Bri- 
tish sources intimated that amicable dis- 
cussion of the colonies was not out -of the 
question, that a program of mandate chan- 
ges might be acceptable to the League of 
Nations. 


This seeming readiness of Britain to view 


the problem in this light may be due to the 
fact that Germany was late in entering the 
race for empire and never had possessions 
of comparable value to those held by Eng- 
land, France, Belgium or the Dutch. Bis- 
marckian statecraft centered in Europe. 
The pressure in Kaiser Wilhelm's later 
'clays was toward the East. As a result Ger- 
jnany's colonies in Africa at the outbreak 
included only Togoland, Cameroon, Ger- 
,inan Southwest Africa and German East 
'Africa. 


The last named was by far 
the best, 


twice as large as continental 
Germany, 


Suitable for growth of cotton and other 
asrops and for grazing. The resources of the 
other colonies were not great and Germany 
probably lost more in prestige than 
in 


practical value when they were placed un- 
cler French and British mandate, or other- 
wise disposed of. There is, of course, al- 
ways the possibility of their development 
for raw materials and outlets for German 
manufacture, but all that would take time 
and money. 


It is then to prestige that one must turn 


as the immediate reason for Hitler's de- 
mand for retui'n of the colonies. Germany 
has won back many other things taken 
from her by the Treaty of Versailles.

It 
was an excellent lead, offering the 
only chance to defeat the contract, 
aa it made North's J good, unless 
declarer could obtain a discard of 


his losing club on the fourth dia-. 
mond in dummy. 


When the Q of spades was led 


through North's Ace, he won the 
trick, then led back his low spade, 
as if he held only two of that suit. 
That did not in the least bother 
declarer. He won with his J, then 
led his K, picking up the last out- 
standing trump. The Ace, the K, 
then the Q of diamonds won tricks, 
leaving dummy's 9 established. On 
it declarer discarded a club. The 
Ace of clubs and the two long 
trumps held by declarer just ful- 
filled the game contract, thanks to 
West's spade support.
